She always se- 
lects the nest of some smaller bird— in 
regions where warblers are pleutifnl 
the home *of one of these little singers 
is most frequently chosen— and there 
us many egsjs «s snq thluks the owner 
of the nest trill submit to are laid. 
Sometimes the -warbler goes right on 
iaesbatiisg the iutradei;, but now And 
then the two o;d. birds get together 
and dump tlie egg out ou the ground 
Nests have been found In which the 
warblers put a mad floor over the first 
nest and btsilt another one on top of it, 
leaving their own eggs to spoil because 
they knew no otiicr way to rid them- 
selves of the cowbird. If the cowbirJ 
eoines back by the repaired nest she 
wiil pnt another egg in it, ana gener- 
ally tins pgg is hutched and raised by 


i the fostrr pair 0=1 whom it has been 


forced. 


It leqnires about ten or eleven days 


for the youiiK cowbird to Ureak tiie 
sh«U( wliUo most other bini» of its 
size arc two or three days longer, and 
thus he has a good start on tlie other 
uestiings in point of growth. Wlieu 
hatched the cowbird is larger thau the 
sparrow or The •warbter and conse- 
quently gradually crowds them into 
the background, taking all the food 
that should belong to them. As they 
grow weaker from this he grcn\s stron- 
ger, and it is not Song; until he tii-s 
tbeffl out of thp nest and is sole mas 
ter of tlie two old birds, who woik 
ceaselessly to satisfy his awful appe- 
tite. In a very tew doys he pets too 
large for the little nest ftnd goes out 
into the branches, where the old birds 
still continue cto feed him in a way 
tbey never do' their own young after 
they have loft the nest. In Mexico 
and South America there is a cowbird 
that sonwtluies builds a nest of her 
own and sits upou and Imtcaes Uei 
own eggs, t but no such thing ever hap- 
pens among the black hoboes of th« 
oriole faini.y found farther north. 


How many eggs a cotvbird lays no 


one knows, but as mauy as seven 
have been foitud in one nest of the 
oven bird, u kind of tbmsh found in 
the eastern states. Usually, however, 
only one e^? is laid in each nest, es- 
pecially if -s« birds to whom the nest 
belongs are small and the nest too 
little to Uolrt more than one of the cat- 
bird's young in comfort. The parent 
cotvbird never disturbs the eggs of any 
of the birds in •whose nests she leaves 
her own, Knowing full s"ell that if ehe 
did so the nest builder \vould in all 
probability desert her home or throw 
the strange egg ont. Oftentimes more 
than one cowbird lays in the sntue 
nest, nnd, as no two eggs of these 
birds at* «ver exactly alike in color, 
you may bo sure that 110 cowbird 
knows her own egg half a minute aft- 
er she has laid it.— Ixis Angeles Times,
